All-America  quarterback 

Watts  visited  by  Plunkett 


Goach  Stan  Watts— bedridden  after 
cancer  operation-was  visited  in  his  private 
hospital  room  yesterday  by  All-America 
quarterback  and  Heinsman  trophy  winner 
Jim  Plunkett. 

Plunkett,  who  is  also  a victim  of  cancer, 
met  with  Watts  as  a part  of  his 
participation  in  the  Utah  Gancer  Drive. 

The  All-American  athlete  has  a 
non-malignant  cancerous  growth  in  the 
thyroid  region. 

Watts  was  operated  on  for  cancer  in  the 
pelvic  region  for  nearly  13  hours  exactly 
four  weeks  ago  yesterday. 


During  the  20  minute  visit.  Watts  praised 
Plunkett  for  outstanding  sportsmanship. 
“He  is  a symbol  of  what  we  like  to  have  in 
the  American  sports  world,”  said  the  ailing 
BYU  head  basketball  coach. 

“A  real  fine  fellow  . . . very  humble,”  he 
added. 

Plunkett. came  from  Salt  Lake  Gity 
especially  to  visit  Watts.  He  returned  after 
the  meeting  to  Salt  Lake  where  he  boarded 
his  plane  for  Stanford  Univ.,  Palo  Alto, 
Galif.  where  he  is  studying. 

Goach  Watts’  condition  is  reported  to  be 
“improving”. 


Death  decreed 
in  murder  trial 

LOS  ANGELES  UPI— Death  in  the  gas  chamber  was  decreed  for 
Charles  Manson  and  all  three  of  his  women  followers  Monday  for 
the  savage  mindless  slaughter  of  Sharon  Tate  and  six  other  persons. 

A middle  class,  mainly  middle-aged  jury  brought  in  the  death 
verdicts  for  the  36-year-old  cult  leader  and  Patricia  BCrenwinkel, 
Susan  Atkins  and  Leslie  Van  Houten  after  deliberating  for  ten 
hours. 

Manson  was  led  from  the  courtroom  shouting  at  the  judge  and 
the  jury  before  the  verdicts  were  even  read. 

The  minute  the  death  penalty  against  Manson  was  returned,  the 
three  women  defendants  also  began  shouting  and  were  dragged 
bodily  from  the  courtroom  before  they  even  learned  what  their 
own  fate  was  to  be. 

Manson,  looking  like  a little  old  man  with  sunken  eyes  and  a 
stubble  of  hair  on  his  head  and  clad  in  a blue  denim  prison 
uniform,  called  out  to  the  jury: 

“You  have  no  authority  over  me.  Half  of  you  aren’t  as  good  as  I 
am  to  begin  with.” 

After  the  27  separate  verdicts  of  death 
were  read,  Superior  Gourt  Judge  Gharles  H. 
Older  told  the  jurors  that  if  it  were  within 
his  power  he  would  give  them  the  Medal  of 
Honor  for  service  “above  and  beyond  the 
call  of  duty.” 

Older  then  took  the  rarely  seen  step  of 
leaving  the  bench  and  approaching  the  jury 
box  where  he  shook  hands  with  each  of  the 
12  regular  jurors  and  three  remaining 
alternate  jurors. 

Judge  Older  announced  that  he  would 
formally  pronounce  sentence  on  April  19. 
He  has  the  authority  to  reduce  the 
punishment  to  life  imprisonment  but  it  was 
considered  highly  unlikely  he  would  do  so. 

The  sensational  trial  was  also  marked 
Monday  by  word  that  the  body  of  a man 
believed  to  be  missing  defense  attorney 
Ronald  Hughes  had  been  found  in  a remote 
mountain  gorge  about  100  miles  north  of 
Los  Angeles. 

Hughes  disappeared  last  Thanksgiving 
weekend. 

Defense  attorneys  took  the  verdict  with 
bitterness. 

“The  jury  has  perpetuated  the  very  thing 
it  sought  to  eradicate,”  said  Ghief  Defense 
Attorney  Paul  Fitzgerald. 

Manson  began  disrupting  the  proceedings 
within  minutes  after  he  was  brought  into 
the  courtroom.  He  first  called  out  to  the 
judge,  “Hey,  hey,  boy.” 

Older  warned  him  that  he  would  be 
removed  if  he  did  not  remain  silent  and  he 
was  led  out,  still  sputtering. 

As  soon  as  the  first  death  verdict  was 
read  against  Manson,  Susan  Atkins  shouted 
out:  “You  all  have  judged  yourselves.”

Throughout  the  rest  of  the  article 
remarks  are  quoted  out  of  the  context 
that  gave  them  meaning;  I would 
suppose  that  the  Universe,  in  taking 
the  time  to  quote,  • would  want  the 
quote  to  stand  as^accurate  reflections 
of  the  meanings  Of  the  interviewee. 

I have  already  talked  to  the 
interviewer  and  am  satisfied  these 
errors  were  neither  deliberate  nor 
malicious;  therefpre  I ask  for  no 
apology,  I only  suggest  that  in  the 
future,  interviewees  be  allowed  to 
review  any  articles  about  themselves 
prior  to  publication  to  eliminate  such 
misrepresentation.

FOOD  STAMPS 

Editor; 

Your  article  March  25  concerning 
students  using  food  stamps  is  one  of 
the  worst  examples  of  news  reporting  I 
have  ever  witnessed.  In  this  article  you 
very  subtley  encourage  students  not  to 
use  federal  food  stamps,  and  you  do 
this  under  the  gu  ise  of  Church  doctrine 
or  policy. 

As  you  stated  in  your  article  and  as  I 
have  confirmed  with  my  bishop,  the 
Church  (First  Presidency  or  Council  of 
Twelve)  has  never  issued  a statement 
either  written  or  oral  counseling  its 
members  not  to  use  food  stamps. 
Because  individual  Church  members 
hold  personal  views  against  accepting 
federal  aid  does  not  make  this  "Church 
counsel,"  as  you  imply. 

I feel  fortunate!  I have  a good 
part-time  job  and  my  wife  is  working 
and  we  are  getting  through  school  with 
no  real  financial  hardship.  I do  not 
begrudge  those  of  my  brothers  and 
sisters  at  BYU  who  are  not  so 
fortunate  as  I and  who  have  accepted 
federal  aid  (in  a slightly  different  form 
from  that  which  every  American 
accepts)  to  help  them  obtain  a college 
education.  I say  "great;"  such  a person 
will  be  in  a much  better  position  to 
help  himself,  his  family  and  society 
with  a college  education  than  without 
one.  If  I can  give  a little  of  my  material 
assets  (tax  dollars)  to  help  him,  then  I 
am  happy  to  do  so. 

I consider  it  irresponsible  to  counsel 
a student  who  may  have  one  semester 
between  him  and  a college  degree  to 
drop  out  of  school  and  work  at  some 
.menial  low-paying  job  rather  than 
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accept  federal  aid  through  food  stamps 
for  four  and  a half  months.

Midgley  are 
anticipated  pleasures  complete  with 
dried  fruit,  jokes,  interjections  about 
fifth  grade  basketball,  fishing,  and  keen 
insights  into  political  philosophy, 
particularly  Tillich  and  the  state  in 
religious  thought. 

In  short,  Louis  Midgley  is  a scholar,  a 
teacher,  an  entertainer,  and  a friend. 
He  is  BYU's  man  for  all  seasons  and 
has  been  one  of  the  greatest  delights  in 
my  college  career.

Internationally  famous  poet, 
essayist  and  short  story  writer 
Jorge  Luis  Borges  of  Argentina, 
will  read  and  discuss  his  works 
Thursday  and  Friday  in  lectures 
sponsored  by  the  Academics 
Office  and  the  BYU  department 
of  Spanish  and  Portuguese.

Official  campaigning 
procedures  outlined 


Editor’s  note 


Campaigning  Procedures: 

Times  and  Places: 

A.  Campaigning  Times 

1 . Campaigners  should  observe 
Residence  Hall  hours  on  campus. 

2 . Campaigning  will  not  take 
place  on  Sunday  or  at  any 
religious  meeting.  MIA  is  a 
religious  meeting. 

B.  Campaigning  Places 

1 . Campaigning  should  not  be 
done  during  classes.  The  faculty 
will  be  so  advised  of  their  roles 
during  campaigning,  and 
prevention  will  be  their 
responsibility. 

2.  No  campaign  posters,  no 
campaign  display  materials  and  no 
adhesive  campaign  materials  of 
any  kind  may  appear  in  or  on 
BYU  academic  buildings,  or  any 
BYU  property,  with  these 
exceptions: 

a.  Campaign  posters  may 
appear  in  the  BYU  residential 
complexes,  as  approved  by 
their  respective  authorities. 

b.  Display  materials  may 
appear  on  the  tables  of  each 
candidate’s  central 
distribution  center,  during  the 
hours  set  forth  in  the  central 
distribution  center  section. 

3.  Any  damage  or  incurred 
maintainence  costs  caused  by 
campaign  paraphernalia  shall  be 
paid  for  by  the  candidate  or 
candidates  who  are  negligent. 
Campaigners  will  be  held  liable  for 
financial  charges  if  they  are  at 
fault. 


4.  No  amplification  of  any  kind 
shall  be  used  in  behalf  of  or 
against  any  candidate  on  BYU 
property,  save  Election 
Committee-sponsored  Forums  and 
Debates  during  official 
campaigning  weeks. 

5.  ACTIVE  CAMPAIGNING 
WILL  NOT  BE  TOLERATED 
WITHIN  25  FEET  OF  THE 
VOTING  POLLS. 

6.  Campaigning  is  defined  as 
any  action  resulting  in  direct 
solicitation  of  votes  from  the 
voter.  Campaigning  is  not 
constituted  by  a candidate 
requesting  aid  in  his  campaign 
from  other  persons. 

C.  Publicity: 

1 . Advertisements  placed  in  the 
Daily  Universe  which  will  have  an 
effect  on  the  elections  in  any  way 
must  have  the  approval  of  the 
Elections  Committee.  The  EC  will 
prescribe  and  announce  a fair  and 
non-discriminatory  process  by 
which  these  and  other  material 
will  be  approved.  Candidates 
must,  in  any  event,  allow  24  hours 
for  EC  approval. 

2.  Printed  material  shall 
contain  no  false  statements. 
Printed  material  including  bill 
boards  must  be  approved  by  EC. 

3 . Approval  will  be  withheld 
only  on  the  basis  of  the 
advertisement  of  printed  materials 
containing  false  statements. 


D.  Quad  Projects: 

1 . Candidates  will  be  allowed 
Quad  Projects  if  they  so  desire. 
The  Quad  Projects  will  be  situated 
in  the  traditional  location  along 
the  sidewalk  from  the  Library  to 
the  SFLC  and  peripheral  locations 
as  is  necessary  and  possible. 

2.  Quad  Projects  will  consist  of 
tables  and  chairs,  of  uniform  size 
and  number,  which  will  be 
provided  by  the  EC.  Candidates 
may,  in  addition,  erect  bill  boards 
of  a size  no  larger  than  8’  x 4’. 

3.  Quad  Project  locations  will 
be  erected  on  voting  days  only 
from  9:00  p.m.  on  the  first  day 
until  5:00  p.m.  on  the  second 
day.  Locations  for  candidates  will 
be  decided  by  public  drawing  as 
announced  and  administered  by 
EC. 

E.  Finances: 

1.  The  Vice-Presidential 
Candidates  may  not  spend  more 
than  $100  in  campaigning.  The 
Presidential  and  Executive 
Vice-Presidential  Candidates  shall 
run  as  a team  and  not  spend  more 
than  $150  in  campaigning. 
Over-expenditure  is  grounds  for 
disqualification. 

2.  The  EC  will  require 
addresses  and  phone  numbers  of 
all  vendors  from  whom  items  are 
purchased. 

3.  Candidates  shall  submit 
receipts  for  all  items  purchased 
and  used  in  their  campaigns  to  the 
EC.  Sitting  fees  for  photographs 
need  not  be  included.  These 
receipts  shall  be  itemized  and 
totalled  and  submitted  to  the  EC 
by  5:00  p.m.  on  the  last  day  of 
primary  elections  and  again  on  the 
last  day  of  final  elections. 

4.  Any  over-expenditure  which 
is  proven  in  the  ASBYU  Election 
Court  shall  result  in 
disqualification. 

Enforcement  Clause: 

A.  The  EC  will  enforce  the  rules 
herein  by  use  of  a public  censure 
as  applicable  and  by 
disqualification  as  prescribed:

The  BYU  men’s  bowling  team 
defeated  UCLA  in  the  BYU 
Invitational  Meet  held  over  the 
weekend  at  the  ELWC  lanes. 

In  team  competition,  Colorado 
State,  UCLA,  San  Diego  State  and 
BYU  were  within  a couple  of  pins 
of  each  other  going  into  the  final 
game  of  competition. 

BYU  had  closed  the  gap  and 
moved  into  second  place  behind 
the  strong  UCLA  bowling  team. 
San  Diego  and  Colorado  State 
meanwhile  dropped  to  third  and 
fourth  places  respectively. 

Tom  Sears,  anchor  man  for  the 
BYU  team,  was  the  last  man  to 
bowl  and  he  needed  a mark  in  the 
tenth  frame  to  win.

Sears  also  finished  second  in 
all-events  just  33  pins  behind  Joe 
Koeman  from  Colorado  State. 
Koeman  rolled  a 2908  series. 

In  doubles  competition,  John 


Weltzien  and  Greg  Wright  of 
Colorado  State  won  first  place. 

Jim  Porter  from  Washington 
State  University  won  the  singles 
title  with  a five  game  series  of 
1046  for  a 209  average.  Porter 
also  rolled  the  high  game,  a 267, 
and  the  high  series,  a 671.  He  was 
followed  by  Doug  Edwards  from 
UCLA  with  a 1006  series. 

The  bright  spot  in  the  women’s 
division  came  when  BYU’s  Sue 
Handorf  won  first  place  in  the 
singles  division.  Sue  rolled  games 
of  192-197-161  and  176  to  edge

to  2148.  Miss  Moore  needed  a 
mark  in  the  last  three  frames,  but 
was  unable  to  withstand  the 
pressure.  Sue  also  finished  third 
place  in  the  all-events  division.
